A Monthly Record and Review devoted to the Interests

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the Committee of the Noncon- 
formist Choir Union were a little 
anxious as to the attendance both 
of choir and audience at the 
Annual Festival. A dismal wet 
morning added not a little to their anxiety, but 
happily the enthusiasm of the singers was more 
than equal to the occasion, and there was an 
excellent muster. Of course the large provincial 
contingents were absent, owing to the continued 
determination of the railway companies not to 
convey singers to the Crystal Palace on some- 
thing like reasonable terms. There were, how- 
ever, choirs from towns within 100 miles of Lon- 
don, and a few singers even from the Midlands 
and North. These singers are to be commended 
for their devotion to the cause. Musically the 
Festival was a success. The programme was 
brighter than usual, and the singing was not so 
heavy. There was a little unsteadiness once or 
twice, but that is almost inevitable under such 
circumstances. Expression marks were well ob- 
served generally, though ianissimo passages 
needed a little more attention. Much credit is 
due to the many choirmasters for the way they 
had trained their singers.

The audience was a very fair one for such a wet 
day. We have before remarked upon the apathy 
of the London congregations in not supporting 
the Choir Union Movement by attending the 
Festivals. It seemed as if there was an improve- 
ment in this respect this year. One Church—+ 
Junction Road Congregational—sent a contingent 
of seventy-eight, including singers and audience.

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Passing Notes. 


PSHE National Anthem has naturally 
come in for a good deal of attention 
during the past month. As usual, 
there have been several calls for the 
improvement of its rhymes, if not 
for its actual suppression in favour 
of something more in keeping with modern poetical 
tastes. One man emphasises his request for a new 
version by pointing out that, in order to comply with 
the laws of rhyme the last verse ought to be sung 
in this way: 





May he defend our laws, 

And ever give us cause 

To sing with heart and jaws. 
But there are worse rhymes than “voice” and 
“cause” in some of our hymns, and nobody notices 
them. In Isaac Watts’ “There is a land of pure 
delight,” you will find “sea” and “ away ” coupled 
together ; and even in “ Onward, Christian soldiers,” 
we have “war” and “before” running as a pair. 
It doesn’t matter about the National Anthem, any- 
way. It would be the thirteenth labour of Hercules 
to get the English people to take to a new version 
of that “national disgrace.” We must go on with 
it as it is until we all become Republicans, when 
we won't want it. me 


A society gossip says that Madame Patti intends 
to retire after the Coronation. I don’t believe it. 
Patti is ever young, and she will not go into private 
life just yet awhile. The Yankee joke is that she 
must first have a “ farewell,” then a “ final farewell,” 
and after that a “positively last farewell.” Poor 
Sims Reeves came to be known as “the eminent 
farewellist,” being thus responsible, like Captain 
Boycott, for the addition of a word to the language. 
Patti will share the distinction by-and-bye, we may 
be sure. But she needn't think of it for another ten 
years, when she will be——. But women and music, 
as Goldsmith says, should never be dated. I am 
not ungallant enough to say when Patti was born. 


I wonder if it is any advantage to a nation to 
have a musical monarch? King Ludwig certainly 
helped Wagner, but I do not know that he helped 
Bavaria much. Some of our own Georges were 
musical, but Thackeray has sufficiently shown that 
their accomplishments were not of material service 
to John Bull and his island. Our present Sovereign, 
I believe, affects the banjo, but that can hardly be 
called a musical distinction. These remarks find 
an occasion in the German Emperor’s recent pro- 
nouncement on modern opera. The Kaiser has 
strong opinions about opera as about everything 
else. He went to hear a performance of Nicolai’s 
“Merry Wives of Windsor” the other day, and 
afterwards told one of the singers what he thought 
about it. “It was unfortunate,” he said, “ that 
Nicolai died so early, for modern composers work 
with such tremendous orchestral effects that 


end by drowning the voices altogether. Nowadays 
melody has almost entirely disappeared from the 
theatre, and therefore I appreciate all the more the 
value of an opera like ‘The Merry Wives of 
Windsor.’” Does this portend a reaction against 
Wagner in Germany? Where the king leads the 
people follow; and 1 would not be surprised if 
Nicolai were to replace the hero of Bayreuth in all 
the opera houses of the beloved Vaterland. 


Why do people always want to talk when music 
is going on? I remember they tried to do away 
with the band at a certain London theatre some years 
ago, and had to start it again because the audience 
sat silent and gloomy between the acts. At high- 
class concerts ladies often chatter all the time. Two 
such disturbers of the peace were once neatly caught, 
when at an unexpected rest in the loudest part of 
the overture one was heard telling the other that 
“we always fry ours in lard.” Another lady, under 
similar circumstances, announced that “you can 
buy them at Whiteley’s at one and eleven ”—the 
latest in gloves, no doubt. Herr Sauer, the eminent 
virtuoso, takes the right plan with these people. 
When they annoy him at a recital he simply stops 
playing and sits waiting for silence. Liszt did even 
better, and that with the Czar of all the Russias, too. 
The great pianist formed one of the Court party, and 
the Czar asked him to play. Liszt agreed, of course, 
and sat down at the instrument. He had no sooner 
begun than the Czar fell a-talking. This was too 
much for Liszt. He rose at one, and bowing low 
to the monarch, he said in his blandest tones, 
“When your Majesty speaks every one else must be 
silent.” I don’t remember how the Czar took the 
rebuke, but the story points its own moral. 


An ex-organist writes to the Schoolmaster on the 
subject of the village schoolmaster organist. His 
letter is an indignant protest against certain dis- 
paraging remarks made by Sir Frederick Bridge. 
I did not happen to note Sir Frederick’s references 
to the village schoolmaster. But he is a sensible 
man, free from all petty professional jealousies ; 
and I feel sure he will readily agree with the above 
correspondent in his remark that many country 
schoolmaster organists are “doing noble work for 
music in their various parishes.” There are pro- 
fessionals, of course, who look with contempt upon 
every form of amateur musician. But what would 
they have’ These country schoolmasters can 
hardly be said to do them an injustice, either 
financially or artistically. The salaries they get are 
much too small to tempt any professional man ; and 
that being the case, I can only say that the village 
churches may be very thankful to have these school- 
masters to fall back upon in their need. No doubt 
‘some of them make a poor show at the keyboard, 
but——well, so do some professionals!

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nen Wesleyan Methodist Choir Union. 


a= my HE first festival of the new Union of 
Methodist Choirs in the London dis- 
trict was held on Monday, June 16th, 
at Wesley’s Chapel, City Road. The 
Union numbers about 1,000 mem- 
bers, and the President of the Con- 
ference (Rev. W. T. Davison, M.A.,D.D.) also fills the 
same office for the new Society. An imposing array 
of ex-Presidents of Conference and prominent lay- 
men have consented to become vice-presidents, and 
the Union starts its career with ample patronage 
and splendid musical prospects. Mr. C. J. Dale, 
as conductor, is sufficient guarantee of painstaking 
preparation, and the festival may be counted a great 
success. The service was attended almost exclu- 
sively by the members of the Union, who filled the 
spacious edifice in nearly every corner. With every 
pew full of trained singers, the service was hearty 
in the extreme, and it is doubtful whether the chapel 
has ever held quite such a company of music-lovers 
since its erection. The “Order of Service” was 
cast on ambitious lines, and, as a mark of progress, 
was excellent, embracing as it did “ Praise the Lord, 
O my soul,” by Sir John Goss ; Sir Arthur Sullivan’s 
“Hearken unto Me,” and B. Tours’ “Te Deum,” 
with Dykes’ setting of the “ Benedictus,” and chants 
by Dr. Culley and Dr. D. J. Wood. The service 
was conducted by Dr. Wenyon, whose sympathetic 
and devout rendering of the portions of the service 
committed to his charge formed a very acceptable 
feature. The “congregational” parts of the service 
—the General Confession, the Lord’s Prayer, etc.— 
came as a surprise after one’s usual experience of 
the ordinary service, where a feeble few, who here 
and there do their best, have to voice the petitions 
of the whole company. If only the entire body 
of worshippers could be persuaded, Sunday by Sun- 
day, to take their own part in divine worship, what a 
delight the services would become, 

Of the singing there is little to say that cannot be 
expressed in one word—excellent. Splendid atten- 
tion to time and tune, with expression well 
marked, were features noticeable throughout. The 
sermon by Rev. C. H. Kelly was a splendid example 
of what a choir sermon should be, and it was a privi- 
lege to listen to such a deliverance. Taking as his 
text, “ Fellow workers with God,” the preacher, with- 





out a word of flattering compliment, placed at once a 
very high honour on the office of 
“ church officer ” with definite work in the sanctuary, 
attracting the people and ministering in song the 
same truths as those uttered from the pulpit. The 
work of a choir member might easily last into the 
future, when the building had crumbled into decay. 
How many souls had been comforted and en- 
heartened by the strains telling of God’s love, as 
was Wesley himself, when, depressed and over- 
whelmed by a sense of his unworthiness, he heard 
in St. Paul’s the anthem, “ Out of the depths.” The 
music was a soul-message, and had upon him the 
mighty effect of dispelling his gloom. 

The preacher uttered a very strong plea for per- 
sonal piety in all choir members. Taking office to 
gratify one’s personal tastes, or from a desire to 
earn recognition, or attract notice, was a debasement 
of the high ideal placed upon the position. Not a 
garb, or even a place on the register, but a definite 
consecration of the gift of song was needed, so that 
those who sought blessing might receive it. “If you 
have not this sense of the high importance of your 
work, I pray you seek it with all diligence,” said 
the preacher. A “parable” toward the close of the 
sermon was worth preserving. Finding himself one 
day in the study of an eminent scientist, the speaker 
remarked upon the quality of some fine sand upon 
the table. The “sand” proved to be a portion of 
deep-sea dredging of infinitely small shells, each of 
which had been inhabited by a tiny creature, neces- 
sarily smaller than itself. After expressing wonder 
and admiration at the appearance of some of the 
shells when placed under the microscope, the man of 
science informed his auditor that the presence of 
the many miflions of these tiny creatures, miles be- 
low the surface, did more to determine the course of 
ocean currents than all the monsters who found their 
home in the depths of the sea. So, said the preacher, 
we could well believe that the aggregation of effort 
and service on the part of the choir members pro- 
duced results equalling, if not surpassing, those of 
the “ great” preachers of the day. 

The sermon, lasting forty minutes, was followed 
by Sullivan’s “ Hearken unto Me,” finely rendered, 
and the service closed with Stainer’s “Sevenfold 
Amen.”

music to be found than 
here. 

Mr. Webb was born at 
Esher in 1872, and began 
his musical life as a choir 
boy in the Parish Church, 
at the age of seven. At 
thirteen he began serious 
study of music under Mr. Adkins, Mus. Bac., 
who coached him for the Trinity College Ex- 
aminations. He soon passed with honours, and 
later on became organist of the Parish Church, 
where the musical congregation was headed by 
the Duchess of Albany. At this time he studied 
with Mr. Phillips, Mus.Bac., and gained his Col- 
lege of Organists’ Diploma in 1892, after only six 
months’ preparation. Natural ability and love of 
the art have, however, been the main characteris- 
tics of his career, so that in a large measure he 
may be put down as a “ self-taught ” musician. 

Mr. Webb says he became a Nonconformist by 
conviction, and entered upon his work at Downs 
Chapel in May, 1898, when he found the organ in 
a deplorable state, and musical matters generally 
at alow ebb. Speedily he got the choir entirely 
reformed, and in October, 1899, the organ was’ re 
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built at a cost of #500. This improvement was 
brought about mainly by the good influence of 
the pastor, the Rev. James Mursell (lately removed 
to Edinburgh), who sympathised very greatly with 
Mr. Webb in all his good endeavours to place the 
music of the church on a far higher level than it 
had ever reached before. The new Baptist 
Hymnal was introduced very soon after it ap- 
peared. This Hymnal seems to have come in for 
a good deal of criticism from Mr. Webb, who wrote 
an article in the “ Baptist Times” last year, point- 
ing out many weaknesses in it. This notice caused 
much controversy, but Mr. Webb’s ideas in the 
main seem to be well-founded, and called forth the 
commendation of some prominent Baptists. 

Several concerts and organ recitals have been 
arranged of late with eminently successful results, 
the church being nearly filled on many occasions. 
Glancing through a few of the programmes, we 
notice the names of well-known vocalists who have 
assisted Mr. Webb from time to time, whilst the 
character of the organ music has been of a dis 
tinctly high order, and says much for the skill of 
the talented organist. The deacons appear to 
have cordially supported Mr. Webb in his_pro- 
gressive work. No doubt kindly manners and 
sweet reasonableness on the part of all concerned 
have been important factors in bringing about de- 
sired results. It is really wonderful how much 
can be done and how much can be gained 
when a spirit of all-round’ goodwill is 
freely evinced. We have always contended that 
far greater use should be made of our churches 
and fine organs during the week in the musical 
education and entertainment of the people. The 
sooner all this kind of thing is duly recognised as 
part of the work of a Christian Church, and is 
taken up properly by the church officers, the 
better will it be for the community in general. 
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Mr. Webb is many-sided in his efforts to ad- 
vance musical taste amongst the Baptists, for we 
were pleased to notice in the Manual that he re- 
cently gave a lecture on “ Music, its place and 
purpose in public worship. He is “down” on 
churches who allow incompetent men to conduct 
their musical affairs; also on the poor stipends 
allowed in many places. Singing anthems or solos 
during a collection comes in for severe remarks, 
and also ministers who hand in a list of hymns 
just before the service begins, and then often four 
common metres, which he says is like four meals 
running off porridge. 

The choir accommodation is admirable at 
Downs Chapel, three rows of seats being placed 
in front of the organ, which is situated in a large 
recess behind the pulpit. The console of the 
organ is placed in front of the choir seats, so when 
playing, Mr. Webb is much in the position of a 
conductor, with the choristers in full view—an 
arrangement which is difficult to improve upon. 
The choir must number about 40 singers, the 
majority of whom have joined during Mr. Webb's 
directorate, therefore there are no “ dummies.” A 
most creditable rendering of “ Lauda Sion” was 
recently given by the choir, which revealed some 
fine singing, and most careful conducting on Mr. 
Webb’s part, both in wielding the baton and in 
the excellent list of instructions (type written), 
which were given to each member of the choir 
before the performance. In all his good work 
Mr. Webb shows an amount of interest, enthusi- 
asm, and intensity, coupled with a kindly bearing, 
which we feel sure will enable him to carry on his 
work with ever-increasing success at Downs 
Chapel, and which cannot fail to exert a far-reach- 
ing influence throughout the whole of the de- 
nomination.

ANNUAL COMPETITIONS. 


Botanical Gardens, Old Trafford, on 
June 7th. Despite the unfavourable 
fH} weather, a fairly large audience 
EPS _ 5 assembled, and found much to in- 
™ meres terest, and occasionally amuse. Dr. 
Hiles and Dr. Keighley had the arduous task of 
listening to ninety competitors, and with the excep- 
tion of a short interval for tea, were engaged from 
2 p.m. until 9 o'clock. 

For soprano solo, “ Orpheus with his lute ” (Sulli- 
van), Dr. Hiles awarded Mrs. Hallsworth, of 
Grosvenor Street Wesleyan Church, the premier 
prize, and the second prize to Miss Bertha Platford, 
Moss Side Baptist Church. Contralto solo, “When 
the tide comes in” (Barnby): First prize, Miss 
Alice Murray, Chorlton Road Congregational ; 











second prize, Miss Bella McKenzie, Rydal Mount 
Wesleyan. 

There were fourteen entries for the tenor solo, 
“ The soft southern breeze” (Barnby’s “ Rebekah ”), 
and Dr. Keighley awarded the first and second 
prizes to Mr. Robert Cochran (Withington Congre- 
gational), and Mr. Frank Mosley (Moss Side 
Baptist), both of whom occupied the same positions 
at last year’s competition. Twenty-one basses sung 
Hatton’s ballad, “Fair is my love,” Mr. Walter 
Fielden, of Lytham Congregational, gaining the 
first prize, and Mr. C. R. Walker, of Rydal Mount 
Wesleyan, the second. 

The new quartette competition was a great suc- 
cess, and there were no fewer than thirteen entries. 
The test piece selected was taken from Sir Arthur 
Sullivan’s “ Prodigal Son”—“ The Lord is nigh” 
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—and was sung unaccompanied. The first prize 
was awarded to one of the Moss Side Baptist Quar- 
tettes, and the four fortunate singers, Miss Florence 
Egerton, Miss Bertha Gabites, Mr. Frank Mosley, 
and Mr. W. H. Suthers, will sing the test piece at 
the Annual Free Trade Hall Festival in October 
next. The Misses Lowe and Hassell, Messrs. Short 
and Fielden, of Lytham Congregational, obtained 
the second prize; and a further quartette party 
from Moss Side Baptist Choir received the third 
prize. A peculiarity in this competition was the 
sharpening in tone—no fewer than four of the un- 
successful quartette parties ending in a higher key 
than the E flat originally given them on the piano- 
forte. 

The choral competitions aroused great interest in 
the evening, particularly the sight-reading test, which 
consisted of a page of a new well-written anthem 
by Dr. Keighley, entitled “Sleep thy last sleep.” 
The audience laughed heartily at the efforts made 
by the various choirs to sing the music correctly, 
and in one or two cases the competitors could not 
refrain from smiling at their own errors. The Moss 
Side Baptist Choir (conductor, Mr. J. W. Turner), 
were awarded the first prize, and Mr. C. C. Pearson's 
Lytham Choir the second. 

For choirs of thirty to forty voices the test piece 
was “The Sands of Dee” (Macfarren), and the 
judges must have had considerable difficulty in 
deciding on the first prize-winners. However, as at 
last year’s competition, the Greenmount Congrega- 
tional Choir, conducted by Mr. Joshua Knowles, 
obtained the first prize, Mr. W. H. Jewell’s Choir, 


from the Heywood Congregational Church, being 
placed again for the second prize; the Higher Ard- 
wick Primitive Methodist Choir, although not 
obtaining any honours, showed a_ remarkable 
improvement on their last year’s form. 

The test piece for choirs of eighteen to twenty- 
five voices was Dr. Roger's part song, “ The river 
floweth strong, my love”—a much more difficult 
test than the work selected for the larger choirs. 
Stand Independent (conductor, Mr. F. W. Clay, 
A.R.C.O.) secured the first prize, the second and 
third prizes going to Heywood U.M.F.C. (conductor, 
Mr. J. R. Stott, A.R.C.O.) and Rydal Mount Wes- 
leyan (conductor, Mr. John Taylor) respectively. 

The cheques and certificates were presented by 
Harold Lee, Esq., J.P. (President), to the various 
prize-winners at the conclusion of the choral com- 
petitions, and after some very brief comments from 
the judges, the proceedings terminated. 

From an artistic point of view Mr. A. Swindells, 
the hon. secretary, and the Executive Committee, 
must be congratulated upon the success of the féte— 
the only note of dissatisfaction being at the lack of 
information given by the adjudicators to the various 
unsuccessful competitors, who naturally wished to 
know why they did not meet with the approval of 
the judges, in order that they might endeavour to 
remedy their defects before entering into any future 
competition. 

The accompaniments to the solos were entrusted 
to Mr. J. H. Gladney and Mr. J. W. Turner, both 
of whom gave entire satisfaction to the competitors 
requiring their services. 
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Our Oldest Organist. 


@ HE Methodist Recorder of June 5th 
contains a very interesting account 
of Mr. Gervase Cooper, the oldest 
organist in Methodism; and, con- 
sidering that he is in his goth year, 
we think we may safely term him 
the doyen of Nonconformist organists. 

Mr. Cooper is still in harness at Duffield Wes- 
leyan Chapel, with the music of which he has been 
connected for seventy-five years, having served as 
organist fifty-eight years in various buildings. He 
was also organist at Duffield Parish Church from 
i8sr till 1859, playing morning and afternoon 
services there, and service at the Wesleyan Chapel 
in the evening. He resigned this position rather 
than instruct the choir in secular music, as it was 
contrary to the dictates of his conscience then, as 
it is still, to have anything to do with music not 
strictly devoted to God's service. There is some- 
thing to be said for what may strike us as peculiar 
in Mr, Cooper's attitude at that time when we learn 
that the practice of glees, and secular music gene- 
rally, was relegated to the ale-house. “For con- 
science sake,” from the day of his conversion, he 
has abandoned all secular music, vocal and 
instrumental. “The Lord mercifully called me 
out,” he says, “and if I again joined in songs, | 
should feel like a backslider.” 





Mr. Cooper is well known locally as a composer, 
though never a professional musician, his daily 
occupation having been that of “stockinger.” A 
typical old-fashioned Methodist, devout, refined, 
humble yet dignified, he still fulfils various Church 
offices consistently, and well may not only his 
townsmen, but the whole of Methodism, be proud 
of him.

FOURTEENTH ANNUAL FESTIVAL.

ese AIN! rain!! rain!!! It spoiled the 
)} Coronation decorations, stopped the 
cricket matches, interfered with the 
comfort of thousands, but it did mot 
damp the ardour of the members of 
Pratt the Nonconformist Choir Union. 
The morning of June 14th was favoured with a down- 
pour, which was the cause of grave apprehension 
on the part of the officials of the choir, but the 
singers rose to the occasion in splendid style, and 
the numbers present were quite up to the promises 
received. For thirteen years the Union had been 
favoured with fine days, and it was confidently ex- 
pected that the sun would shine, and for a few 
minutes during the progress of the concert, bright 
gleams found their way through the glass roof, 
casting welcome shadows round—a happy simile of 
the returning prosperity of the Union, fortunately 
recovering from the backward set attending the 
prohibitory regulations of the recalcitrant railways. 
The pruning knife has been ruthlessly applied, with 
the result that the attendances of the choirs from 
Lancashire, Yorkshire, and other provincial centres 
have almost entirely ceased, or at least “represen- 
tatives ” only are able to attend. One of the largest 
provincial Unions—Nottingham, with its five 
hundred members—is dead, and the influence of 
many others is largely circumscribed by the unfor- 
tunate decision to continue the high rates, for, 
although strenuous efforts have been made during 
the past year by all the choirs who hold festivals at 
the Palace to induce the companies to revert to the 
old rates of travel for bond fide singers, success has 
not crowned the steps taken to secure such a desir- 
able result. Perhaps it will be necessary to “ Mor- 
ganise” the railways before the old-time prosperity 
returns, for it is hardly to be supposed that our 
American cousins would run trains with few pas- 
sengers, or turn away some. hundreds of pounds 
which could be counted upon as a regular source of 
income. 

However, the committee, instead of waiting upon 
the pleasure of those who should help, addressed 
themselves to the task of interesting the choirs near 
at hand. A Conference, held in January last, was 
doubtless productive of some increase in the mem- 
bership, but a vigorous campaign had been entered 
into through the post, and all London choirmasters 
had received a statement of the aims and objects vf 
the Union, with the result that out of the 98 choirs 
and choir unions represented at the festival, 62 
belonged to within twenty miles of the metropolis. 
A list of the choirs taking part is given below, but a 
special word of praise should be accorded to the 
Blandford choir, who, starting early, took part in 
the greater portion of the concegt (an inconvenient 
train service not allowing them to stay to the end), 
and returned the richer for the experience gained 








at a personal sacrifice of comfort and a not incon- 
siderable cost in cash. Doubtless the sphere of 
influence will be wider next year—the advantages of 
membership being so obvious—and a word of warn- 
ing to intending applicants may not be out of place. 
The books should be ordered early in January. 
Many send in for books when the Festival is near 
at hand, and expect to be supplied with all they 
need, but as the supply is regulated by the early 
demand, it is necessary to urge choirs to ensure a 
supply by an early order. The request may be 
sent in full confidence that a good programme will 
be supplied—each year seeming to yield a book 
better than before, and the present selection was 
certainly just the kind of thing that choirs find 
useful in their work. The material comprised ali 
classes of composition, grave and severe, as well as 
others light and free in style. 

Full early the highly esteemed secretary, Mr. T. 
R. Croger, was seen here and there in the orchestra 
giving the final touches to his important contribution 
to the welfare of the Union in his capacity of 
orchestral conductor. Mr. F. W. Ainger marshalled 
his stewards and got them punctually to work, and 
some time before the concert commenced the 
officials were assured of success as regards the 
number of the choir. 

Punctually at 4 o'clock Mr. Minshall, the con- 
ductor, stepped on to the orchestra and was received 
with a hearty cheer of welcome. The first number 
in the programme was Handel’s “Zadok the 
Priest,” written for the Coronation of King 
George II., and now sung in honour of the approach- 
ing Coronation of King Edward VII. The anthem 
was sung remarkably well, the soprano “runs” 
especially being noticeable for light and elegant 
treatment. The talented organist, Mr. Fountain 
Meen, contributed the second item—an organ solo 
(Smart’s “ Overture in D”), played with skill and 
excellent taste, and Smart's popularity among 
organists as “the prince of composers for the king 
of instruments” is likely to be increased among those 
listeners who officiate at the keyboard. Mr. Charles 
Darnton’s “Praise the Lord, and call upon His 
Name,” was next sung. The anthem is one of those 
bold, singable, straightforward works so charac- 
teristic of Mr. Darnton’s style, and it went well. 
Following was Handel’s “Largo in G,” played ex- 
tremely well by the orchestra, the first violins 
sustaining their legato passages excellently, pro- 
ducing a good broad tone in the melody, which is 
intended—for be it known this piece was rescued 
from obscurity by Herr J. Hellmesberger, conductor 
of the Imperial Opera and Court Concert Orchestra 
at Vienna, who arranged it for organ, harp, and 
solo violin, and thus presented it to the public as 
“Handel’s Largo in G.” The air is a tenor solo, 
entitled “ Ombra mai fu,” sung by a shepherd in 
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the Italian opera of “Serse,” composed by Handel 
in 1738. 

The fifth item was Gounod’s “O Divine Re- 
deemer,” arranged by Leigh Kingsmill for chorus 
of mixed voices. This was a very popular number ; 
the “solo quality” in the various leads, although 
hard to obtain, were brought out. The piece was 
well sung, and narrowly escaped an encore. Next 
came the beautiful duet from Mendelssohn's “ Hymn 
of Praise,” “ My song shall be alway Thy mercies,” 
exquisitely sung by Miss Maggie Purvis and Mr. 
Henry Turnpenny. The effect was sadly marred 
by the shouting propensities of the ticket salesmen 
of the adjacent side shows. The incongruity (to 
say no more) of a bawling effort to dispose of Cafe 
Chantant tickets during a delicate and _ artistic 
rendering of a piece of this order is a considerable 
annoyance to those who are prepared to listen to 
the music. Is this allowed during the Handel 
Festival performances? Gaul’s “Silent Land” 
(unaccompanied) was especially well sung, the marks 
of expression being so well observed that the piece 
stood out in a welcome contrast to the accompanied 
pieces. Haydn's “ Achieved is the glorious work ” 
finished the first part of the programme. 

Of the secular pieces, Smart’s “ Good-night, thou 
glorious sun,” was a great success, and went in fine 
style. This class of piece is well suited for vertor- 
mance on a large scale. Miss Maggie Purvis next 
sang with great success “ The Swallow Song,” from 
Goring Thomas's “ Esmeralda,” for which an encore 
was demanded. Dr. W. J. Reynolds’ “ Hush! gentle 
Wind” is a beautiful part song, containing fine 
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opportunities for choral effects and light and shade. 
This variety of expression Mr. Minshall succeeded 
in getting out of his ponderous choir in a very high 
degree. The basses shone in a little passage of 
three notes at the end of each verse. Mr. Percy 
Godfrey's much played prize “Coronation March” 
was next heard—an acceptable number which was 
accorded a hearty reception. Dr. Joseph C. 
(Chester) Bridge’s setting of “It was a lover,” was 
unique in its way, being composed in the madrigal 
style, and formed a pleasing contrast to the three 
modern part songs. It went with a good lively 
“swing,” and the passage of reiterated perfect fifths 
by the first and second basses produced a very weird 
and curious tone effect. Mr. Henry Turnpenny 
sang “Lend me your aid” (Gounod’s “ Irene”) so 
effectively that it was re-demanded, but owing to 
the trying character of the music he was obliged 
to decline the honour of singing it through for the 
second time. Mr. John Cornwall’s setting of Burns’s 
“OQ my love is like a red, red rose” enjoyed the 
distinction of being the only choral piece that was 
repeated, a result which may be partially credited 
to the tenors, who shone in this piece more especi- 
ally. The concert finished with a “ Choral Fantasia 
for Voices and Orchestra,” arranged by Mr. Arthur 
Berridge, who in addition to rendering yeoman 
service as assistant secretary to the Union, furnished 
a very attractive item to the programme. The 
“Fantasia” included “The Miller of the Dee”; 
“The Bay of Biscay ”; “ Hearts of Oak”; “ Home, 
sweet home (with humming accompaniment), and 
“God save the King,” at the conclusion of which 
the choir broke into spontaneous and hearty cheers 
for His Majesty. 

Mr. Fountain Meen presided at the organ through- 
out the concert—a tower of strength to the choral 
forces, and an embodiment of skilful execution and 
helpfulness. Mr. Croger’s band of eighty instru- 
mentalists are a very useful adjunct to the Choir 
Union, and their even performance was much 
appreciated. 

Prior to the concert Mr. David Clegg, of Black- 
pool, gave a recital on the organ, which attracted its 
own audience. Mr. Clegg has a wide fame in the 
north as an acceptable and popular player on the 
organ, and is in great request for recitals—a fame 
easily understood while listening to his rendering 
of intricate and difficult pieces. We have pleasure 
in presenting the portrait of Mr. Clegg seated at 
his favourite organ. 

The “Choir Competitions,” which were to have 
been the attraction of the morning, were “declared 
off,” as an insufficient number of choirs had entered 
for competition, but an extra engagement was pro- 
vided in the evening in a performance of Mr. Arthur 
Berridge’s new cantata, “The Triumph of the Cross,” 
by a choir of 200 voices, and conducted by the com- 
poser. This concert was held in the Concert Hall, 
and a large and enthusiastic audience completely 
filled the Hall—a very large proportion staying 
throughout the whole of the performance. The 
cantata covers the period of our Lord’s life and death 
from Palm Sunday to the morning of Easter Day, 
and the various incidents in the intervening days are 
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treated with reverence and taste. The first chorus, 
“ Hosanna to David’s Son,” contains a solo (soprano) 
for a prophetess, who sings “Blessed is He that 
cometh in the name of the Lord,” the choir repeating 
the first portion of the chorus with increased energy. 
Following the chorus is a hymn for the congrega- 
tion, “ Ride on in majesty,” thus clothing the events 
of Palm Sunday with a special significance, and 
preparing the mind for those occurrences which so 
soon followed. 

The next chorus, with opening passage for tenor 
and bass in unison, “ He who did stoop below to 
drain man’s cup of woe,” is a finely worked-up 
number from the piano entry to the strong close. 
A contralto recit., “He went forth,” precedes an 
attractive tenor solo descriptive of the scenes in 
Gethsemane, followed by a chorus, in which the 
same subject is dealt with in its spiritual signifi- 
cance. A very fine effect was produced in this 
number by the unaccompanied singing (fp) of a 
short passage for all voices. Another contralto 
recit. introduces the betrayal and arrest of Christ, 
followed by a finely sympathetic setting of Sir E. 
Denny’s hymn “ What grace, O Lord, and beauty 
shone around Thy steps below.” The tenor recit. 
describing the appearance before Pilate is followed 
by a bass solo and chorus, in which Pilate’s mani- 
fest reluctance in condemning the divine prisoner, 
and the cruel insistence of the populace in demand- 
ing the final word, forms a piece of choral work 
which was well rendered. The “Leading away,” 
sung by quartet and chorus, precedes an exceed- 
ingly appropriate and tasteful “Solemn Proces- 
sional,” for instruments only—taken on this occasion 
by the piano alone. The arrival at Calvary (tenor 
recit.), and soprano solo, “See the destined 
day arise,” is linked with a quartet “ Holy Jesus, 
grant us grace,” from Dean Milman’s hymn. The 
soprano solo and chorus, “O sacred head once 
wounded,” formed one of the most attractive items 
in the work, and was well received. The 
hymn for congregation, “ When I survey,” forms an 
appropriate close to the “ Crucifixion ” section of the 
work. A bass solo, “ Then took they the body,” de- 
scribes the “ committal,” and is followed by a quartet 
“ Resting from His work,” covering the period of the 
three days in the tomb. Easter morning is intro- 
duced by a contralto solo “As it began to dawn,” 
leading into a jubilant setting of Bishop Words- 
worth’s “ Hallelujah! hallelujah! hearts to heaven 
and voices raise ”—a note of triumph well-pleasing 
as a contrast to the sombre character of the earlier 
numbers. The very enthusiastic applause at the 
completion of the work was evidence that the cantata 
had satisfied the requirements of a “ musical” audi- 
ence, as indeed it deserved to do. 

Choir and soloists, with accompanists, worked 
well under the general leadership of Mr. Berridge, 
who was quick to return his thanks to his helpers. 
The soloists were Miss Lydia Prescott (soprano), 
Miss May Willby (contralto), Mr. R. A. Kingston 
(tenor), Mr. Alf. Bentley (bass), with Miss Emmie 
Barber, G.S.M., at the grand piano, and Mr. W. 
Dexter Miller at the organ. Each acquitted them- 
selves well in their respective tasks.

THIRTIETH ANNUAL FESTIVAL. 


annual Crystal Palace Festival on 
Wednesday, May 28th, with a 
Junior Festival Concert by 5,000 
voices at g o'clock, under the con- 
ductorship of Mr. J. Rowley, when 
a very attractive programme was presented. The 
juvenile choristers entered very thoroughly into the 
spirit of the pieces, and sang with excellent atten- 
tion the hymns, action songs, and descriptive pieces, 
among which was Roddie’s “ Rainbow,” in which 
the coloured covers of the books were used with 
good effect, in alternating motion, finally sinking 
from sight. This number received a well-merited 
encore. A like reception was accorded to “ Angels 
ever bright and fair,” which was rendered in a pains- 
taking manner, betokening long and_ patient 
rehearsal. Mr. W. H. Jude’s setting of “ Onward, 
Christian soldiers” was sung with evident enjoy- 
ment, as was the “ Patriotic Song,” composed by 
the conductor. The delights of the sea in the “ New- 
quay Fisherman's Song,” and a fine appreciation 
of the work of the heroes of the city streets in Frank 
Thomson's “ Fire Brigade,” closed the concert. 

The Senior Festival Programme for the evening 
concert was, of course, on more ambitious lines, and 
included choruses which were calculated to tax the 
capacities of the average choir. The date of the 
festival was somewhat earlier than usual, and this 
was a decided disadvantage in the preparation of 
the music, although there was little trace of it in 
the rendering of the music. 

A very definite sense of loss was over the assembly 
in the memory of the recent decease of Mr. Luther 
Hinton, the first conductor of the choir, and whose 
memory was honoured in a very sympathetic render- 





ing of Barnby’s “For all Thy saints,” which was 
sung by the choir and audience standing, many with 
bared heads, and forming a very impressive scene. 

The opening item was Handel’s Coronation 
Anthem, “ Zadok the Priest,” which was sung with 
a fervour befitting the occasion, and followed by 
Percy Godfrey’s Prize Coronation March—the first 
rendering at the Crystal Palace. A select choir of 
120 voices were heard to great advantage in “ Holy, 
holy, holy,” from “ Elijah,” and also in “Let the 
bright seraphim,” which, with “ Let their Celestial 
concerts,” formed a very excellent finish to the first 
part of the concert. The rendering of Gounod’s 
“There is a green hill,” arranged as a four-part 
anthem, proved a popular number, and was sung 
with very, good expression, the tenor being especi- 
ally good in their opening lines. Throughout, the 
precision was very commendable, and the phrasing 
was exceedingly well done. 

The second part included Mendelssohn’s “ Lark 
Song,” J. E. West’s “Love and Summer,” Bishop’s 
“ Sleep, gentle lady,” and for the final item, Elgar’s 
“Tt comes from the misty ages,” sung in fine style 
and with evident enjoyment. 

The orchestra, under the direction of Mr. David 
M. Davis, rendered good service in accompanying 
the pieces, as well as in their own selections. 

Members of the choir were glad to welcome the 
appearance on the orchestra of Mr. J. Barnard, the 
manager and secretary, happily recovered from a 
dangerous illness. Mr. Whiteman, the conductor 
of the Festival Choir, is a worthy successor to Mr. 
Hinton, and he is to be heartily congratulated upon 
the very fine performance of the choir—in itself a 
splendid testimonial to the unceasing vigilance of 
the Executive Committee. 
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Conic Sol-fa Festival. 


HE promoters of the Tonic Sol-fa 
Festival, held on the 7th ult. at the 
Crystal Palace, are to be congratu- 
‘lated upon the success which at- 
tended each part of the undertaking. 
It was inspiring to see the great 

orchestra crowded to its utmost capacity by little 

singers, and their singing, under Mr. Filmer Rook’s 
able direction, was remarkable for tone, precision, 
and enunciation. The programme was attractive 
and effective, containing, among other items, 

Balfe’s “Excelsior,” Gounod’s “ Nazareth,” and 

other popular pieces ; and the humorous element was 

not lacking. The youngsters sang with appropriate 
action “ The Eastbourne Boatmen’s Song,” affording 
much amusement, and they were equally happy in

The chorus for male voices “Com- 
rades’ song of hope” (Adam) was well rendered, the 
crescendo and diminuendo passages being admir- 
ably sung, while a delicious morsel was provided 
by the choir boys in Gounod’s “Serenade.” “The 
Heavens are telling,” inspiringly given, formed a 
fitting conclusion to a long series of choice selections 
from the great masters. Part III. consisted of a

refer to the brilliant accompaniments of Mr. Frank 
Radcliffe on the organ.
